Missing since May 30th, 2005 

Aruba still in search far Natalee Holloway 


ORANJESTAD - The Public Prosecutors Office Aruba and 
the Aruban Police Force would like to give you an updated 

Why? Three reasons 

First of all there is the fact that a few months ago, based on the 
results of the investigation, the estimate was that the investigation 
could be ended by the end of 2008. More specifically I am 
referring to the re-opened investigation into the suspect in 
this case, Joran van der Sloot, against whom the criminal 
investigation was restarted after the broadcast of a Peter R. de 
Vries investigation last February. Because that program caused 
a new stream of information, this information first has to be 
examined which will take at least another few months. 
Secondly, about six weeks ago an interview with Joran van der 
Sloot was broadcasted on an American cable news Channel. In 
this interview Joran tells a completely new version of the alleged 
facts that occurred concerning the disappearance of Natalee 
Holloway. Before showing the interview and in the days after 
the show the Aruban Prosecutors Office and the Aruban Police 
were alleged to be corrupt and unwilling to investigate possible 
leads in this case. We find it fit to address those allegations 
today. 

The third reason is that my Office and the Police Department 
would like to urge all people that have information about things 
that have occurred on May 30 th 2005 or about persons that are or 
might be involved in this case, whatever that information may 
be, to hand that information over to the Police or to the Public 
Prosecutors Office. 

For a good understanding of the facts I would like to take you 
back to December 18 th 2007. It was on that day that the three 
suspects in this case got official notice from my Office that 
the criminal investigation into their possible involvement in 
this case was ended. This did not mean that the investigation 
into the disappearance of Natalee Holloway also ended. On the 
contrary. That investigation never stopped. If new information 
or evidence would come up, the criminal investigation against 
any suspect in this case could be re-opened. This is possible as 
long as the statute of limitations does not prohibit this. 

No one could imagine at that time that within a month from 
that decision this Office was confronted with the information 
that Dutch crime investigator Peter R de Vries had made 
secret camera shots of Joran van der Sloot talking about the 
case against a civilian under cover. After my Office got the 
tapes and before the actual broadcast of the Peter R. de Vries 
program, on our request the criminal investigation against 
Joran was re-opened by the investigating judge. At the same 
time the investigation was fully operational again and had as a 
main goal to find as much corroborating evidence as possible 
of what Joran van der Sloot had told the under cover. The judge 
was asked to approve the third consecutive custody of Joran 
van der Sloot. The investigating judge against whose decision 
this Office lodged an appeal at the Common Court of Appeal in 
Curacao denied this approval. The Court of Appeal upheld the 
investigating judges’ decision, thus disabling Police to re-arrest 
Joran van der Sloot. 

It is proper to take another look at the Court of Appeals’ decision. 
The Court of Appeal took into account the footage that was 
handed over by Peter de Vries as well as all the old investigative 
results of over nearly 3 years of investigation. Weighing whether

there was enough new serious material, evidence (necessary 
to be able to put one into custody) the Court decided that the 
new elements that Joran had told the under cover were not 
corroborated by “objective facts”. 

On top of that the Court considered the fact that the suspect 
already had argued that there are objective facts that contradict 
the new elements that were told by him to the under cover. The 
fact that Joran has supplied the Police with a motive for his lying 
behavior and the fact that he has admitted that he often is not 
telling the truth, makes, according to the Court of Appeal, that 
the self incriminating new statements of Joran are devaluated. 
In short: there is no corroborating evidence for the new self 
incriminating statements of Joran and the value of these 
statements is undermined by his own statement about his 
credibility. 

What does the Court’s decision imply when we take a closer 
look? 

1. After an extensive and intensive investigation, the 
contents of the Police file combined with the new 
statements of Joran, does not hold enough evidence 
necessary to pass the threshold for a third consecutive 
term of pretrial custody. 

2. Logical conclusion from the above mentioned must be, 
that the evidence that we do have in the extensive files, 
is not enough to convict this suspect. 

For that reason this Office has made the gathering of these 
“objective facts” that can serve as evidence against the main 
suspect it’s primary goal for the investigation from that point 
on.

VWP travelers should be 
aware that unauthorized 
third-parties have 

established Web sites, which 
charge visitors seeking 
to travel to the United 
States under the VWP, for 
information about ESTA™ 
and for submitting ESTA™ 
applications to DHS on 
behalf of the traveler. 
These businesses and Web 
sites are not endorsed 
by, associated with, or 
affiliated in any way with 
DHS or the United States 
Government.

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Festival Figure

Already in October 
the Christmas shows in the 
stores were set up to entice 
you to buy all the ornaments 
to decorate your home and 
business. Decorations and 
figures of a fat, red Santa are 
available, promising to put 
anyone in the Holiday Spirits. 
Medically, when I take a look 
at the store Santa figure, with 
his large rotund belly and red 
face that sports a bulbous nose 
I see many signs of heart attack 
candidate. Not that Santa Claus 
could have heart problems, not 
allowed. 

As cute as round Santa seems 
to be, most people want to enter 
the Holiday Season looking fit 
and trim. In the next two months 
many people, especially women, 
are going to pay good money to 
join commercial weight loss 
programs in hopes of dropping 
a size or two. Unfortunately, 
people tend to regain the weight 
they lost following a program 
because once it’s finished, they 
return to their normal eating 
habits. Furthermore, the body is 
always trying to fend off what it 
perceives to be starvation, and 
losing weight triggers hormone 


changes that make it difficult 
to keep shedding pounds. 

In the last eleven years 
in our grass- roots clinic we have 
seen all kinds of lose weight 
schemes. This year I have listed 
all the erroneous beliefs that I 
have heard from our patients. 

1. “Lose 30 pounds 
in 30 days.” Any commercial 
weight loss programs or any 
other gimmick that pledges 
massive weight loss quickly is 
certainly not healthy, and not 
true. Permanent weight loss 
requires lifestyle change, not a 
quick fix. Loosing weight very 
fast usually means dehydrating 
your body and loosing muscle. 

2. Lose weight by 
not eating. Without question 
the worse way to try to loose 
weight. Starving deprives the 
body of the nutrients it needs 
for life and can lead to serious 
illness. Plus you lose muscle 
mass, not fat. Even if you do 
lose pounds, you gain them 
back almost immediately when 
you start eating again. 

3. Carbohydrates are 
bad for you. First it was fat, 
now carbohydrates are the bad 
guy. Insulin, stimulated by the 
excess simple carbohydrates in 
our overabundant consumption 
of grains, starches and sweets, 
together with sedentary lifestyles 
is responsible for all those 
bulging stomachs, fat thighs 
and chins. However there are 
healthy complex carbohydrates, 
such as vegetables, whole brown 


rice and quinoa, which provide 
vital vitamins, and fiber to aid 
digestion. 

4. Fat is bad for you. 
Your brain is eighty percent 
fat; not fat you want to loose. 
Some fats like trans-fats found 
in processed foods and sweets 
are unhealthy, but many called 
essential fatty acids are good 
and necessary for your health. 
Your body is not going to be 
able to make your hormones 
without these fats. 

5. Drinking Diet sodas 
help you loose weight. There’s 
not one study that shows diet 
sodas help you lose weight. 
Meanwhile while you are 
drinking your liquid candy you 
are consuming chemicals that 
have shown to cause cancer. 

6. Salad bars are 
healthy. Lunch meats with 
chemical salts, cheeses, oily 
dressings are not healthy 
choices. You have to choose 
foods at a salad bar wisely 
to loose weight. Meanwhile, 
“Iceberg” lettuce has absolutely 
no nutritional value. 

7. Don’t eat after 6 p.m. 
Europeans eat at 10 o’clock at 
night and they’re half the size 
of Americans and Arubans. It is 
not what time you eat, it’s what 
you eat and staying active for at 
least three hours after you eat. 
The worse eating habit here in 
Aruba after a night of drinking 
is to eat a late snack at a food 
truck and then home to bed. 

8. Check your weight 


on a scale daily to check your 
progress. Checking your weight 
on a regular basis is an obvious 
way to gauge your progress 
and alter your diet accordingly; 
however, that scale tells you 
very little. I encourage patients 
to keep track of hip, thigh and 
stomach tummy centimeters 
and dress sizes that are much 
more enlightening. 

9. To lose weight take a 
pill or have an operation to have 
your stomach made smaller. 
Wow, your insurance company 
may even pay some of these. 
You cannot replace healthy 
eating, exercise and lifestyle 
choices with a pill or operation. 
Drugs are not new, they have 
been tried for many years and 
both drugs and operations 
can be dangerous and have 
horrible side effects. A better 
choice includes natural dietary 
supplements which can safely 
balance nutritional deficiencies, 
aid in managing unhealthy 
eating, support restful sleep and 
increase energy. 

10. You have to j oin the 
gym. Actually, 30 to 60 minutes 
per day of moderate physical 
activity is all it takes to balance 
healthy food intake. It does not 
have to be strenuous exercise, 
just move your body by 
gardening, walking, swimming, 
SCUBA diving, flying, dancing 
or having sex; just get of the 
couch. 

Get The Point! That 
majority of Americans and 
Arubans are overweight, and an 
alarming number are clinically 
obese. In countries addicted to 


convenient processed foods this 
obesity is no coincidence. It is 
not the fat in the foods we eat 
but, far more, the excess simple 
carbohydrates from our starch 
and sugar loaded diets. These 
nutritionally deficient diets not 
only contribute to increased 
weight but lead to a whole host 
of health problems. Want to 
enter the Holiday Season being 
fit and trim? That belly might 
look cute on Santa, but on you 
it is a major health risk. Call 
to make an appointment for 
a professional, safe, sensible 
weight loss program.

What the Police and this Office have done: 

• Already on January 22 nd 2008, the day after 
Peter de Vries had shown the tapes to the Public 
Prosecutor and the Police, the investigation into 
the person called “Daury” was started. Finally 
a person called Daury R. was identified and 
it turned out that he probably was involved in 
drug trafficking activities (as had been told by 
Joran). Because of that and following his own 
TV-appearance on 20-20, he was arrested in 
the USA on the suspicion of international drug 
trafficking. He is currently detained in the 
USA. 

• Investigation into the pay phone in the hotel 
garden was started as well as finding an answer 
to the question whether Joran had the possession 
of a credit card (necessary to use the phone). 

• On our request the National Prosecutor’s 
Office in Rotterdam as well as The National 
Crime Squad executed numerous requests, 
such as various house searches and finally the 
questioning of Joran van der Sloot. 

• Since then over 20 witnesses were interviewed, 
some of them for the second or third time. These 
interviews pertained mostly to Joran’s missing 
shoes and the person called “Daury”, Joran’s 
alleged accomplice. 

• Amongst the witnesses were the two brothers 
who previously were suspects in this case but 
who, by the new statements of Joran, received 
an alibi from Joran, when he told the under cover 
that the two brothers are “jerks” who don’t know 
anything about what had happened. 

• During his stay on Aruba the Police twice 
interviewed under cover “Patrick”. 

Besides the Police investigation Peter de Vries’ program 
received an enormous amount of information. The serious 
tips were passed on to my Office in order to have them 
investigated. 

Four of them could be investigated and led to thorough 
investigation. 

Furthermore investigation was conducted into the statement 
of a fisherman, until that moment unknown by the Police 
or my Office. This witness, known by the Holloway 
family, claimed that in the night of the disappearance of 
Natalee Holloway a large knife was stolen from one of 
the Fisherman’s huts while at the same time a large crab 
cage was missing that at least was there until the month of 
April. This owner of the cage was also interviewed by the 
Police but told them that this allegedly missing cage had 
never been left at the huts but was always taken home. 

He told the Police that Mrs. Holloway and the press 
approached him a long time ago and that he had told them 
his story. His identity was never officially revealed to the 
Police. It was because the Persistence ship at that time 
was searching for relevant material on the sea bed that 
the story about the cage and the fisherman came up in a 
conversation between this Office and Mr. Dave Holloway, 
which led this Office to the identity of the witness. 

As you may know, the expedition of the Persistence led to 
only one finding that was supposed to be relevant to this 
case. Special Police divers brought certain material to the 
surface of which one might assume could be the clothes 
of Natalee Holloway. These samples were sent to the FBI 
laboratory. After examination by the FBI the result was 
that these samples did not match the clothes of Natalee. 

In the month of March 2008 a witness who was urged 
by Dave Holloway to step forward confronted the 
Prosecutor’s Office. The man gave a statement on March 
16 th 2008 accompanied by his lawyer. This witness 
statement is already widely known: the witness claims 
he saw Joran van der Sloot in the middle of the night of 
May 30 th walking in front of his house, soaked up to his 
chest, walking on one shoe and heavily breathing. He 
was walking into the direction of the hotels, coming from 
the direction of the Church at Noord. What the witness 


was actually aiming for was the Police to conduct an 
intensive search in the dam of Monserrat. Nevertheless 
the witness could not give us any reason why the Police 
should conduct a search in the dam. It was the conclusion 
of the witness that Joran had come from the dam since he 
came walking from that direction. There was no indication 
whatsoever that Joran had been at the dam. For that reason 
the Police were not ordered to conduct that search. Later, 
people from the Persistence asked if they were allowed 
to conduct a search. They were told that they could go 
ahead if the wanted to. No results were reported. Besides 
that, the Monserrat dam, which had completely fallen dry 
by that time, was not long before that request completely 
searched by dozens of people, for a completely different 
reason. No results were reported. 

This witness has turned himself to Dave Holloway, as we 
have been told. He has given a new statement and has 
undergone a lie detector test. According to the summary of 
the lie detector test results (a full report, as promised to my 
Office by Tim Miller was never received) the witness was 
considered to be reliable. This Office never questioned the 
reliability of what the witness claimed to have seen. Yet, 
the value of his statement in the reconstruction of facts of 
that night is very limited. With his sole statement this case 
could never be solved. 

Police and the Prosecutor’s Office are being accused of not 
following leads in this investigation. Those allegations are 
unjust and unfounded. Of course it is true that we weigh 
the information and the source on credibility and value 
before we start to investigate. But witnesses, who claim 
to have leads that find no ground in facts whatsoever and 
therefore are not being investigated by the Police, are free 
to investigate those themselves. This - of course - within 
the limitations imposed by law. 

I will give you three examples of what we have experienced 
the last 10 months in terms of leads given by people who 
claim to have special powers and know where Natalee 
would be. 

The first one claimed that Natalee was in the hands of 
foreign criminals but could not give us any actual lead to 
follow. 

The second one recently claimed that the girl was buried 
on an Aruba beach. After consulting my Office and the 
Police a private search was conducted, only facilitated by 
the Police. No result was reported. 

The third person was very persistent and claimed he 
had witnesses he could not disclose to my Office. He 
claimed Natalee was buried under a hotel that was under 
construction at the time of her disappearance. He requested 
that my Office would order a hole to be drilled in the hotel 
floor in order to conduct an endoscopic search underneath 
the hotel. When the prosecutor asked the man for the 
undisclosed witnesses and kept asking for his sources, he 
finally admitted that his theory was based on a dream. 

As you can see, this is just a part of what we have 
experienced over the past months. There is much more 
of these “leads” which take us an awful lot of time and 
distract us from the actual investigation. We do not obstruct 
anyone, but when there is no concrete information or the 
information is unreliable we chose not to investigate that 
lead or that information. In that respect the Aruban Police 
is not different from any other Police force in the world. 
CONCLUDING: This I can tell you: during the 
investigation of which you just received an overview, 
a series of investigative acts were conducted. I will not 
disclose the results of that investigation here and now 
because the investigation is not yet finished and my Office 
does not want to disclose these results to the suspect and 
thus make him wiser even before he has been confronted 
with these results. Only as soon as the investigation 
into the new statements of Joran van der Sloot has been 
completely finalized, the suspect will be notified about the 
decision by my Office whether he will be charged or not. 
At that time the public also will be informed. If possible 
investigative results may be disclosed to the public. 
When will the investigation be completed? 
At this moment the last leads and some minor details 
are under investigation. These minor questions first 


have to be answered before a decision can be made. 
The Public Prosecutor’s Office expects to have 
conducted the necessary investigations within a 
number of months. Exact data cannot be determined. 
Furthermore I would like to say this. 
Recently Fox broadcast an interview of Joran van der Sloot 
recorded by Greta van Susteren in the spring of 2008. In 
this interview Joran presents yet another new version 
of the facts. This time he claims he has sold Natalee 
Holloway on the beach for $ 10,000 to a person called 
'Adamovic' after a prearranged agreement. This man had 
taken the girl from the beach on a boat and sailed away. 
Although F ox already had the possession of this information 
for nearly 6 months, it waited to disclose it to the public 
by the end of November 2008. A request by my Office to 
provide this information to us digitally was left unanswered. 
Now suddenly Fox and a lawyer demand that my Office 
shall conduct an intensive investigation into a story of 
which the anchor of the program herself already considered 
the possibility that it could be “a wild goose chase”. 
Furthermore Joran van der Sloot after the interview was 
taped, denied that what he said was true. The Fox program 
also showed an interview with Joran's American lawyer, 
in which the program’s anchor implicitly admitted that 
Joran was paid for the interview. Finally Fox broadcasts 
a so-called telephone conversation between Joran and 
his father. The contents of that phone call are supposed 
to corroborate Joran's new story. The taped conversation 
between Joran and his father recently has been downloaded 
from the Internet by the Police and handed over to the 
Dutch Forensic Institute. This independent institute, the 
NFI, has been requested by the Police and my Office to 
conduct a voice-comparing investigation between the voice 
on that tape and earlier recordings of Paul van der Sloot. 
Within a few months we will know whether the material 
can be investigated and if so, what the results will be. 
It is more than remarkable that no longer than 5 months 
after Joran's so called confessions were taped on hidden 
cameras by Peter R. de Vries, statements both in the 
Netherlands and in the USA considered as “the solving of 
the case”, this Joran now comes forward with a completely 
different new story. Now this story is being considered as 
one that urgently has to be investigated. This while there 
are many indications that Joran simply pulled Fox’s leg 
and earned himself a lot of money as well. To prove that 
we are dealing with “a wild goose chase”, the Police on our 
request have checked some verifiable parts from Joran's 
new statement, which show that it is a wild goose chase. 
The Holloway family lawyer, who demanded the 
immediate arrest of suspects, was told that the Public 
Prosecutor, given the legal requirements, couldn’t 
find any ground in this interview to order an arrest. 
Final remarks 

Police and the Prosecutor’s Office on Aruba are still 
conductinganinvestigationintothedisappearanceofNatalee 
Holloway. Yet we are approaching the end of this lengthy 
investigation and are busy with the last two leads. Now we 
are still busy I would like to add this: if you have relevant 
information, no matter how small or uninteresting it may 
seem, please notify my Office or the Police here on Aruba. 
The purpose of the criminal investigation is to establish 
beyond reasonable doubt what has happened to Natalee 
Holloway on the night of May 30th 2005. Have 
crimes been committed against her and, if so, which 
crimes and by whom? And if someone is responsible 
for crimes committed, that person, whoever he may 
be, should be held accountable for those crimes in 
a court of law. Yet that result still has not been met. 
In short: it is the Police and the Prosecutor’s Office that 
have, and should have, the primary responsibility for 
a criminal investigation. That is the way it is legally 
laid down in our judicial system. If others want to 
help, we will applaud them doing so. Yet, when those 
activities start to get counter productive and under 
circumstances jeopardizes the investigation, we should 
address the public and make them aware of these effects. 
In order to prevent that happening we thought it 
fit to inform you through this press conference.□

WASHINGTON - The Capitol 
rang loud with vows to fix 
the crisis-ridden economy 
Tuesday as Congress opened 
for business at the dawn of 
a new Democratic era. “We 
need action and we need action 
now,” said Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi. Republicans agreed, 
and pledged cooperation in 
Congress as well as with 
President-elect Barack Obama 
— to a point. 

On a day largely devoted to 
ceremony, new members of 
Congress and those newly re¬ 
elected swore to defend the 
Constitution. 

The Senate galleries were 
crowded; children and 
grandchildren of lawmakers 
squirmed in their seats in the 
House chamber as the winners 
in last fall’s elections claimed 
their prizes. 

One office-seeker was not 
among them. 

In a scripted bit of political 
theater, Democrat Roland 
Burris of Illinois was informed 
he would not be seated because 
his paperwork was not in 


order. He pledged a lawsuit, 
the latest twist in a political 
drama that began when he 
was named to Obama’s Senate 
seat by Gov. Rod Blagojevich, 
who has been charged with 
having attempted to sell the 
appointment. 

Obama was across town in a 
meeting with his economic 
advisers as the opening gavels 
fell in the House and Senate at 
noon. His inauguration as the 
nation’s first black president is 
two weeks away. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, a veteran of numerous 
battles with President George 
W. Bush, made plain how glad 
he was the old administration 
was winding down. 

“We are ready to answer the 
call of the American people 
by putting the past eight years 
behind us and delivering 
the change that our country 
desperately needs,” he said 
on the Senate floor. We are 
grateful to begin anew with 
a far more robust Democratic 
majority.”

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Gates estimates 2009 war costs at $136 billion

WASHINGTON - Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates says military operations 
in Iraq and Afghanistan would cost 
almost $ 136 billion for the 2009 budget 
year that began Oct. 1 if they continue 
at their current pace. 

Speaking for neither his current boss, 
President George W. Bush — nor his 
future one, President-elect Barack 
Obama — Gates told top lawmakers 
in a New Year’s Eve letter that the 
Pentagon would need nearly $70 
billion more to supplement the $66 
billion approved last year. 

“This estimate is my personal 
assessment and does not reflect the 
position of the Bush administration or 
the incoming Obama administration,” 
Gates said. 

The estimate would cover Pentagon 
operations in Iraq and Afghanistan, as 
well as other elements of the global 
war on terror. An official request for 
war funding is coming next year, Gates 
said, after a review by the Obama 
administration. 


In the letter, sent to the chairmen of the 
House and Senate panels overseeing the 
war, Gates said that Congress should 
expect that the Obama administration 
“will conduct a fresh review of these 
matters and provide an updated and 
more authoritative proposal early next 
year.” 

Gates also said the estimate doesn’t 
account for a proposed increase in the 
tempo of operations in Afghanistan. 
Congress provided about $188 billion 
for the global war on terror in the 
2008, according to the Congressional 
Research Service, as a surge in Iraq 
operations helped bring greater 
stability to the troubled nation. Obama 
has promised to bring down war costs 
as he works to remove most U.S. 
combat troops. 

All told, CRS says, Congress has 
approved $864 billion for the overseas 
wars and other programs related to 
the battle against terrorism since 
Sept. 11, 2001. Such funding includes 
military operations, base security, 
reconstruction, foreign aid, embassy 
costs and veterans’ health care. □ 
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State unemployment claim 
systems overwhelmed

ALBANY, N.Y - Electronic 
unemployment filing systems 
have crashed in at least three 
states in recent days amid 
an unprecedented crush of 
thousands of newly jobless 
Americans seeking benefits, 
and other states were adjusting 
their systems to avoid being 
next. 

About 4.5 million Americans 
are collecting jobless benefits, 
a 26-year high, so the Web 
sites and phone systems now 
commonly used to file for 
benefits are being tested like 
never before. 

Even those that are holding up 
under the strain are in many 
cases leaving filers on the line 
for hours, or kissing them off 
with an “all circuits are busy” 
message. Agencies have been 
scrambling to hire hundreds 
more workers to handle the 
calls. 

Systems in New York, North 
Carolina and Ohio were shut 
down completely by technical 
glitches and heavy volume, and 
labor officials in several other 
states are reporting higher-than- 
normal use. 

“Regardless of when you call, 
be prepared to wait and just hang 
on. Try not to get frustrated,” 
said Howard Cosgrove, a 
spokesman for the Wisconsin 
Department of Workforce 
Development, which boosted 
its staff of telephone operators 
by 25 percent last month to 
cope with a phone system that 
has been overloaded for weeks. 
“We sympathize, we’re on their 
side, we’re doing our best to 
help them out.” 

The nation’s unemployment 
rate in November zoomed to 
6.7 percent, a 15-year high. 
Economists predict it will rise 
to 7 percent in December, with 
another 500,000 jobs probably 
cut last month. The government 
releases its monthly employment 
report on Friday. 

Some states attribute the increase 
in call volume in part to an 
extension of federal emergency 
unemployment compensation 
from 13 weeks to 20 weeks 
in late November. More than 
54,000 Pennsylvanians had 
exhausted their federal benefits 
after 13 weeks by the time that 
occurred, said David Smith, a 


spokesman for the Pennsylvania 
Department of Labor and 
Industry. 

“It really was a perfect storm,” 
he said. 

New York’s phone and Internet 
claims system started to buckle 
on Monday afternoon and was 
out of service completely for 
the first half of Tuesday while 
as many as 10,000 people 
per hour tried to get in, said 
Leo Rosales, a state Labor 
Department spokesman. 
Although that was an unusually 
high number of calls, Rosales 
said it was a software glitch in 
an authentication system used 
to verify filers’ identities that 
caused the system to crash 
“It’s designed to handle 
this volume of calls, but the 
authentication process didn’t 
work as it should have,” he 
said. Rosales said the glitch that 
caused the shutdown has been 
fixed, and the agency doesn’t 
expect any more problems. 
About 256,000 people are 
collecting unemployment in 
New York, up from about 
184,000 at this time last year. 
North Carolina’s Web site 
crashed twice this week under a 
rush of claims as that state set 
one-day records for both the 
amount of benefits paid and the 
number of transactions. 

On Sunday and Monday, the 
number of North Carolinians 
trying to sign up online for 
new or continuing benefits 
was about triple what it 
was before the economic 
slowdown started, according 
to the state Employment 
Security Commission. That 
volume, together with a phone 
line problem, overwhelmed 
the agency’s computers and 
prevented some people from 
filing claims. 

The system was working again 
by Monday afternoon after the 
agency added another server 
and demand decreased, officials 
said. 

“Right now, everything is back 
to normal,” agency spokesman 
Larry Parker said. 

Ohio’s unemployment hot line 
also is being crushed by callers, 
leaving thousands unable to 
get through Tuesday and no 
alternative because the Web site 
for filing claims also is down, 
according to Brian Harter, 
a spokesman for the state 


Department of Job and Family 
Services. Harter said the hot 
line generally receives about 
7,500 calls a day, but has been 
getting about 80,000 a day this 
week. 

Callers to Michigan’s main 
phone line handling applications 
for jobless benefits got an “all 
circuits are busy now” message 
Tuesday afternoon. Officials 
in Michigan, which had the 
nation’s highest jobless rate 
at 9.6 percent in November, 
recently began urging applicants 
to seek benefits through a state 
Internet site instead. Michigan 
counted about 473,000 people 
as unemployed in November, 
up from about 370,000 a year 
ago. 

Unemployment agencies from 
Kentucky to Alaska also are 
reporting long hold times for 
callers and slowdowns for

Beatty, Kilpatrick’s former chief 
of staff, agreed to the sentence 
when she pleaded guilty in 
December.

Given the chance to speak, 
Beatty declined, saying: “No, 
your honor. Thank you.” 

Kenny praised Beatty for her 
“dignified” conduct during 
various court hearings but also 
criticized her and her former 
boss, blaming them for a scandal 
that damaged the city. 

“I do think that this case does 
represent the triumph of truth 
over political power and might 
and it also indicates, I think, that 
lying under oath in court has a 
price tag, even for those who are 
the politically elite within the 
community,” the judge said. 
Deputy Chief Gary Brown 
and officer Harold Nelthrope 
claimed their police careers 
sufferedwhen Kilpatrick learned 
they suspected misconduct by 
his security unit. Among the 
allegations: Police bodyguards 
helped cover up Kilpatrick’s 
extramarital affairs. 

A jury ruled in favor of Brown 
and Nelthrope, and Kilpatrick 
vowed to appeal. But he 
subsequently settled the case 
and another one for a total of 
$8.4 million when he learned 
that a lawyer for the former 
officers had obtained the 
mayor’s text messages.Q

At the same time, in comments 
directed at Republicans, he said, 
“we are in this together” when it 
comes to the economy, the wars 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, health 
care and the country’s energy 
needs. 

Sen. Mitch McConnell of 
Kentucky, the Republican 
leader, replied in a speech of his 
own, saying, “The opportunities 


for cooperation are numerous.” 
He said Democrats should 
avoid a “reckless rush to meet 
an arbitrary deadline” to pass 
an economic stimulus bill that 
could reach $ 1 trillion, and 
he outlined possible changes 
in the approach Obama and 
the Democratic congressional 
leaders have been considering. 
Among them was a proposal 
to cut taxes by 10 percent. 
Another was to lend money to

rather than give it to them. 
“States will be far less likely 
to spend it frivolously” in that 
case, he said. 

By the new political calculus, 
McConnell will soon be the 
most powerful Republican in 
government after elections that 
handed Democrats the White 
House and left them with gains 
of least seven seats in the Senate 
and 21 in the House.

economy chief among them. 
“We need action and we need 
action now,” she said again 
and again, calling for help for 
“hardworking and still hopeful 
Americans” bearing the brunt 
of the economic crisis, for the 
states struggling to provide 
services, for families without 
health care, for a climate crisis 
and for energy needs. 
Speechmaking and celebrations 
aside, House Democrats pushed 
through a series of rule changes, 
including one that calls for 
greater disclosure of earmarks.

In all, 34 senators were sworn it, 
and apart from the controversy 
involving Burris, one other 
Senate seat was in limbo. 
Democrat A1 Franken holds a 
225-vote lead over former Sen. 
Norm Coleman in Minnesota, 
a result certified on Monday 
by the state Canvassing Board. 
He has not yet received a 
certificate of election, and 
with Republicans threatening 
to protest, Democrats made no 
attempt to seat him. 

Inevitably, it was a day for 
personal transitions. 

Sen. Joseph Biden of Delaware 
took the oath of office for a 
seventh time for a seat he has 
held for more than 30 years and 
will soon relinquish to become 
Obama’s vice president. 

Anh “Joseph” Cao, who arrived 
in the United States as an 8-year- 
old war refugee, was sworn in 
as the nation’s first Vietnamese- 
American lawmaker. He’s a 
Louisiana Republican. 

Across the Capitol in mid- 
afternoon, the chamber nearly 
deserted, Robert C. Byrd of 
West Virginia, 91, spoke about 
his 50 years in the Senate. 

“I look forward — yes, look 
forward — to the next 50 
years,” he said.

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Police arrest parishioners 
at New Orleans church

NEW ORLEANS - Police on 
Tuesday cleared out two New 
Orleans Catholic churches 
occupiedby formerparishioners 
opposed to the archdiocese’s 
decision to close them, breaking 
down a door at one. 

Two protesters were arrested 
and at least two more were 
issued citations, police said. 
“It’s ourproperty. It’s our church. 
It belongs to the Archdiocese 
of New Orleans,” said The 
Very Rev. Michael Jacques, a 
member of the archdiocese’s 
Council of Deans. 

Officers forced open the 
door at Our Lady of Good 
Counsel in the city’s Uptown 
neighborhood, arresting two 
people occupying the building, 
and issued one of the summons 
to a protester occupying St. 
Henry’s, also in Uptown. 
Parishioners calling themselves 
the Friends of Our Lady of Good 
Counsel had occupied their 
church since October, when 
the archdiocese closed it and 
several others in an economic 
move to consolidate parishes 
following Hurricane Katrina 
and shifting populations of 
Catholics in the area. 

St. Henry’s parishioner Cynthia 
Robidoux, 46, said she received 
a summons to appear in 
municipal court after brokering 
a deal with police to allow 
others keeping vigil to leave. 
“It’s unbelievable. They stole 
my church,” Robidoux said of 
the archdiocese. 

The church viewed the 
parishioners as trespassers and 
called police after the protesters 
repeatedly refused to leave. 
They said a routine inspection 
of church property on Monday 
found that the doors at Our 
Lady of Good Counsel were 
locked and barricaded. 
Archdiocese spokeswoman 
Sarah Comiskey said 
parishioners were removed to 
protect the safety and security 
of the buildings and the people 
occupying them, which included 
children and the elderly. 

“The archdiocese all along had 
hopes for a peaceful resolution 
to the occupations, but recent 
events made it necessary for us 
to go forward,” Comiskey said. 
Cheron Brylski, a parishioner 
who was outside Our Lady of 
Good Counsel, said the group 
had been trying to mediate the 
dispute with the archdiocese. 
“Instead, they are using force,” 


she said. Police used a battering 
ram to break down the church’s 
back door, said Poppy Z. Brite, 
one of the two people arrested 
at Good Counsel. Brite, a 
local author of eight novels, 
said she and another protester 
were booked and charged with 
criminal trespass and resisting 
arrest and were released without 
bond to appear Wednesday in 
Municipal Court. Q

Alan Colmes plays Cnlbeits sidekick for a day

NEW YORK - Divorced 
from his longtime co-host 
Sean Hannity, Alan Colmes 
was adopted by Stephen 
Colbert — for a day, at least. 

On Monday’s “The Colbert 
Report,” Colbert introduced 
the Fox News commentator 
as his new co-host. 

It was the first episode of 
the Comedy Central show

In November, Fox News 
announced that Colmes, the

Sensing he could push around 
his liberal sidekick, Colbert — 
who plays a mock conservative 
pundit — gave Colmes a list 
of preapproved comments, 
such as, “Hamburger, you’re 
good,” and “Aw, snap!” 
Colbert made it clear he 
was still in charge. Graphics 
repeatedly overlaid Colmes’ 
face and when Colbert went 
to interview his guest — John 
King of CNN — he told 
Colmes, “No, no. Stay, stay.” 
At the end of the show, the 
comic said he and Colmes 
would be back every night 
with “hard-hitting political 


opinions” (pointing to himself) 
“and top-notch listening” 
(pointing to Colmes). 

But an argument ensued when 
Colmes pointed out errors in a 
metaphor Colbert concocted. 
The two parted ways with 
Colmes exclaiming “Boo-yah, 
Colmes away!” before, in a 
puff of smoke, he turned into 
a bat. 

Reached by phone Tuesday, 
Colmes had returned to his 
human self. 

“It was very well done,” said 
Colmes, who is developing a 
new weekend show for Fox 
News. 

As to how working with 
Colbert compares to working 
with Hannity, Colmes said: 
“Both are extremely gracious, 
although I feel a lot taller sitting

Saints QB Brees is AP Offensive Player of Year

NEW YORK - Drew Brees 
understood what breaking 
a record set by Dan Marino 
would mean to the New Orleans 
Saints. 

So coming up 15 yards short 
was disappointing to the Saints 
quarterback, who won The 
Associated Press 2008 NFL 
Offensive Player of the Year 
award Tuesday. 

Brees threw for 5,069 yards, 
15 fewer than Marino’s 1984 
mark and only the second time 
someone has eclipsed 5,000 
yards passing in a season. 

“The only reason I still even 
think about it is because I know 
how much it would have meant 
to the offensive line and the 
skill position guys,” Brees said. 
“Those guys were 10 times 
more upset than I was about 
not getting the record. I just 
feel like they really, especially 
down the stretch, looked at that 
as something that, for all the 
heartache and all the ups and 
downs we had this season, that 


was something they hang their 
hats on. 

“So that’s who I wanted to get it 
for, so that’s why I’m still upset. 
I’m over it, for myself, but I 
guess I’m not over it for them.” 
Although the Saints were 8-8 
and didn’t make the playoffs, 
Brees performed so well he 
earned 22 votes in balloting by 
a nationwide panel of 50 sports 
writers and broadcasters who 
cover the league. That easily 
beat Peyton Manning, the NFL 
Most Valuable Player for the 
third time for Indianapolis, and 
Minnesota running back Adrian 
Peterson. They tied for second 
with nine votes each. 

San Diego quarterback Philip 
Rivers received six votes, 
and Carolina running back 
DeAngelo Williams (2), Atlanta 
running back Michael Turner 
(1) and Carolina wide receiver 
Steve Smith (1) also got votes. 
“I don’t come out from week to 
week and say I have to throw 
for 300 (yards),” Brees said. “I 
don’t think about that. It’s really 
about what I can do to help this

“Certainly in this offense, being 
the quarterback, you’re in the 
driver’s seat. You have the 
opportunity to control every 
play and have it in your hands. 
Every play is about me making 
good decisions and putting it in 
a guy’s hands who is open or 
our playmakers working to their 
strengths. That’s my job.” 

Brees tied with Rivers, his 
former teammate with the 
Chargers, with a league-leading 
34 touchdown passes. Brees was 
fourth in passer rating (96.2) 
and led the league in attempts 
(635) and completions (413). 
He also spent much of the 
season without key weapons 
like receiver Marques Colston, 
running back Reggie Bush and 
tight end Jeremy Shockey, who 
were plagued by injuries. 

Yet Brees kept throwing — and 
connecting. 

“Each year I’ve gotten better, 
especially over the last five 
years,” he said. “When I go 
back to 2004 in San Diego, 
every year I feel so much more

comfortable. I really feel like 
I’ve refined my routine and 
continued to find what works 
for me. It changes a little bit 
every year. I tweak it every year 
to make it a little better, but by 
doing so, I make myself a better 
player.” 

He is the perfect player for 
coach Sean Payton’s system. 
“When you look at the body 
of work for him and you look 
at what he’s been able to do 
with the number of guys being

hurt,” Payton said, “you look 
at his efficiency down the field 
with throws over 20 yards, 
over 30 yards.

Venezuela expulsa embajador Israel por ofensiva Gaza 


CARACAS (Reuters) - Venezuela anuncio el 
martes la expulsion del embajador de Israel en 
Caracas, poco despues de que el presidente Hugo 
Chavez acuso al mundo de callar cobardemente 
ante lo que califico de “Holocausto” palestino. 

El mandatario, enemigo politico de Washington, 
pidio ademas que los lideres de Israel y Estados 
Unidos sean juzgados en un tribunal intemacional 
en respuesta a la ofensiva militar de ese pais en 
la Franja de Gaza en contra del grupo islamico 
Hamas. 

“El Gobiemo de la Republica Bolivariana de 
Venezuela ha decidido expulsar al Embajador de 
Israel y a parte del personal de la Embajada de Israel 
en Venezuela, reafirmando su vocacion de paz y 
su exigencia de respeto al Derecho Intemacional”, 
dijo la cancilleria a traves de un comunicado. 

El texto senalo ademas que el Gobiemo “no 
descansara hasta ver severamente castigados a los 
responsables” y aseguro que su representacion en 
Naciones Unidas (ONU) presionara al Consejo de 


Seguridad para detener la ofensiva militar que ha 
dejado cerca de 600 muertos y miles de heridos. 
Chavez califico de “genocidio” la ofensiva israeli 
contra el gmpo islamico Hamas en la Franja 
de Gaza, que ha devastado gran parte de ese 
empobrecido territorio palestino con continuos 
ataque aereos y terrestres. 

“^No rechazan los judios el Holocausto? que 
es lo que actualmente estamos viendo que ocurre 
en Gaza? Ponganse la mano en el corazon y sean 
justos”, dijo tras acusar al Ejercito israeli de 
“asesino” y “cobarde”. 

El presidente venezolano culpa a Washington de 
estar detras de los ataques en Gaza y critico el 
“cinismo” de la Casa Blanca por acusar de poco 
democraticos a gobiemos como Iran y Cuba, 
mientras justifica el ataque israeli. 

“Los que acusan, no solo a mi, a este Gobiemo, 
de ser un Gobiemo tiranico, asesino, callan 
cobardemente (ante la incursion israeli)”, dijo el 
mandatario en un acto transmitido por la television 


estatal desde un hospital infantil. 

“El presidente de Israel (Ehud Olmert) en este 
momento deberia ser llevado a la Corte Penal 
Intemacional junto con el presidente de Estados 
Unidos (George W. Bush), si hubiera verguenza en 
el mundo”, agrego. 

Chavez, quien durante sus casi 10 anos de gobiemo 
ha estrechado lazos con paises enemigos de Israel, 
como Siria y Libano, suspendio una visita que 
estaba pautada para la tarde a una mezquita en 
Caracas, pero se preve que el canciller acuda a la 
cita. 

El lider sudamericano, que arremetio en el pasado 
contra Tel Aviv por sus acciones militares en la 
region, volvio a pedir al mundo que detenga “esta 
locura”. 

En el 2006, Chavez estuvo a punto de romper 
relaciones diplomaticas con Israel tras acusarlo de 
ser peor que el dictador aleman Adolfo Hitler, lo 
que provoco un conflicto en el que ambos paises 
retiraron sus respectivos embajadores.Q
